Soverriment Charges Remington Gave 
Supersecrets to Spy Ring of Russians 


He was sentenced to five years 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13—7—The 
government charged at the open- 
ing of William Remington’s sec- 
ond perjury trial today that the 
former Commerce Department 
official had played a “sinister 
role’’ in passing ‘‘supersecret”’ 
government documents to a So- 
viet espionage ring. 

U. S. Attorney Myles J. Lane 
charged Remington, 35, had given 
away. documents containing ‘‘fig- 
ures on aircraft’ and a formula 
for making synthetic rubber. 

Lane presented his charges and 
declared he would present “‘over- 
whelming evidence’ of their 
truth. He opened the govern- 
ment’s case immediately after 
the selection of a jury of 11 men 
and one woman to try the former 
$10,000-a-year government econ- 
omist. 

Remington, who has been free 
on $7,000 bail, faces a possible 
sentence of 25 years in jail and 
$10,000 fine, if convicted on all 
five counts in an _ indictment 
charging him with committing 
perjury at his first trial. 

Remington was pale and red- 
eyed as he sat in Federal Judge 
Vincent L. Liebell’s courtroom 
for the selection of the jury and 
the opening of the government’s 
case. 

' He paid close attention and 


scribbled notes during the pro- 


ceedings. 

Lane said he would call as a 
witness Elizabeth T. Bentley, 
former Communist courier, who 
testified at the first Remington 
trial. He said she would testify 
that’ Remington gave her ‘“‘se- 
eret’” and “‘supersecret’’ govern- 
ment documents when he worked 
for the War Production Board.

by Remington with the statement 
that it was ‘“‘supersecret’”’ and

‘ed in February, 1951, on charges 


in prison. But the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals reversed the 
decision and ordered a new trial 
on grounds that the trial judge’s 
charge to the jury was ‘‘vague 
and indefinite.”’ 

Instead of going ahead with a 
retrial, the government won a 
new indictment of Remington. 


C-46 Debris 
Combed for 
40 Victims - 


BEAR CREEK MOUNTAIN, 
Idaho, Jan. 13—(INS)—An ad- 
vance rescue team started the 
task of digging in hip-deep snow 
today for the bodies of 40 per- 
sons killed in the crash of a C-46 
transport last Wednesday. 

The rescue group spent. hours 
reaching the scene of the crash 
near the 8,500-foot level of Bear 
Creek Mountain in the southeast 
corner of Idaho. 

They found the plane wrecked 
against the side of the mountain. 
It had sheared off trees at the top 
of a ridge and smashed into the 
bottom of.a ravine. 

Wreckage was shattered and 

rolled up the side of the mount- 
ain. Half a dozen gaily hued 
Japanese. kimomos made 
splashes of color on the snow. 
_ The bodies were buried by 
more than two feet of snow 
which had fallen since the plane 
crashed. 

An Air Force major said it 
would be necessary to sift the 
debris and snow on the mount- 
ain side to locate the bodies of 
37 Korea War veterans—13 of 
them Georgians—and three crew 
members, including a_ stew- 
ardess.

The best news of the Korean War 
continues to be the performance in bat- 
tle of Republic of South Korea troops. 
The ROKs, who now man more than 60 
per cent of the front facing the Commu- 
nists, are fighting superbly and are 
mastering the use of modern war equip- 
ment in a manner to amaze the Ameri- 
can officers and technicians who have 
trained them. 

The newest ROK division to go into 
action met its trial by combat Monday 
by smashing back a heavy Communist 
attack on the eastern Korean front. 
They proved themselves equal to the 
task as other divisions are doing all 
along the line. 

There are now more than 400,000 
topflight troops in the ROK army. The 
number is being increased as rapidly as 
training and equipment will permit. 
General Van Fleet is on record as say- 
ing that with all other circumstances 
being equal the ROKs give equally as 
good performance under fire as do 
American and other UN troops. 

There is no longer any doubt about 
the fighting qualities of the South Ko- 
rean soldier. We remember less than 
two years ago when the ROK combat 
troops. were considered unreliable. This 
was due to lack of training, ‘lack of 
trained officers, and lack of equipment 
with which to fight. 

South Korea is a land of peasants 
and its young men knew little or noth- 
ing about machinery and weapons and 
how to use them. However, they had 
a dévout hatred of the Communists and 
the will to learn. With this raw mate- 
rial, American and UN officers and 
technicians have trained and equipped 
an efficient fighting force whose morale 
is second to none. : 

Of the 15 UN divisions now on the 
Korean front, only five are American 
and three or four out of every 12 men 
in these American divisions are actually 
South Koreans. They are proving val- 
iant and reliable allies.

Taft Entrenches 
Power in Senate 


WASHINGTON — The Eisenhower con- 
tingent in the incoming administration, both 
in the executive branch and Congress, took 
in their strides as a political necessity the 
election of Senator Taft, virtually on his 
own motion, to be party leader in the 
Senate. 

But they are blinking somewhat at the 
senator’s installation of himself on the for- 

eign relations commit- 

tee, of which he pre- 

viously has not been a 

member, by transfer 

from the finance com- 

mittee. This action of 

itself serves notice that 

the senator intends to 

exercise considerable 

influence on foreign 

policy which he can do, 

naturally, from Con- 

ii alll gress. As has long been 

sicomniea around here, and as is being 

said again, wherever Senator Taft sits is 

the head of the table, so that his presence 
on the committee is no idle gesture. 

The senator, in fact, is entrenching him- 
self on all sides with the buttresses of 
power, as was exemplified also in the way 
he interceded forcefully and successfully 
with President-elect Eisenhower on behalf 
of himself and his Senate colleagues on the 
matter of recognition of senators in pa- 
tronage, the polite and elegant word for 
political jobs. 

His choice of a berth on the foreign rela- 
tions committee is nothing unusual of itself, 
except in so far as he previously had not 
been a member. When Vice-President 
Barkley was Senate Democratic leader he 
was on both the foreign relations and fi- 
nance committees. 

But circumstances, including the sen- 
ator’s individualism and his known resist- 
ance to any halters, does make his case 
out of the ordinary. Senator Taft con- 
ceivably could occupy an acquiescent role 
for the Republican administration, except 
that he has the habit of independence. Fur- 
thermore, he said only as recently as last 
Sunday, as he did during the campaign, 
that there does exist a ‘“‘difference of de- 
gree’’ between his views and those of the 
new President on foreign policy, though 
their over-all objectives seem to agree. 

Eisenhower lieutenants are frankly a bit 
nervous about what the ‘‘degree of differ- 
ence’”’ might turn out to be’as foreign issues 
develop. 

Both foreign aid and the reciprocal tar- 
iff program are cherished adjuncts in the

Had a Message 


The current anti-Semitic emphasis in 
the Communist Party Line is no surprise to 
Charles W. Thayer, American diplomat 
now U. S. consul general in Munich, Gere 
many. The anti-Semitism has been there 
all the time. Only re- & | 


cently, the Reds have 
put the accent on it. In 
1944, Mr. Thayer went 
to Yugoslavia as head 
of the American mis- 
sion. He was with Tito’s 
Partisans when they 
met up with Russian 
allies in the ‘“‘libera- 
tion” of Belgrade. 
Thayer had some inter- 
esting callers at his italia 
headquarters in the Balkan Hotel. He tells 
about them in his most recent book, 
“Hands Across the Caviar’ (Lippincott 
Co.). ‘‘The (Russian) officers didn’t get 
quite as drunk as the soldiers and they 
didn’t shoot as much,’’ Thayer writes, ‘“‘but 
they made up for both by talking. They 
soon learned there was a Russian-speaking 
American around and they lost no time in 
looking me up and then pouring out their 
pent-up souls.” 

One of those pent-up individuals was an 
elderly major, ‘“‘thin, dark, nervous and 
ill-at-ease.’’ He talked to the American in 
a strained, low tone. He said: ‘‘We Rus- 
sians are in a tragic mess. We have to 
let off steam and yet there is no one to talk 
to. You know how it is in Russia. If you 
hear something unpleasant you have to tell 
the police, just in case it was a police 
agent who told you.”’ 

He went on to say that he was a Jew, 
He said that at first the Kremlin said mi- 
norities could have autonomy, but autonomy 
meant that in singing, writing and talking 
in a native language, one must sing, write 
and talk the Party Line. 

For awhile the Jews got a break in the 
Russian army. Then Stalin turned anti- 
Semitic, perhaps to appease Hitler. That’ 8 
whén discrimination set in. 

“I’m sorry to bother you with all this,” 
the major said to Charles Thayer, ‘“‘but 
you’re an American. There are lots of 
Jews in America and they ought to know 
that all this business about Jewish equality 
in Russia is nonsense. Tell them that the 
only difference between Stalin’s anti-Sem- 
itism and Hitler’s is that Stalin is smarter, 

. Tell your Jewish friends that.”’ 

The American diplomat never saw the 
Russian major again. That was in 1944,

recommendations to you regard- 
ing the budget within the next 
few days, I would like now to 
discuss briefly the state’s finan- 
cial structure. . - 


Your state government, under 
the present. budget of $230,000,000 
annually, is operating at the 
highest level of efficiency in his- 
tory. 


I am sure that you will agree 
with me that this administration 
has been fortunate in securing the 
services.of businessmen of integ- 
rity and ability who, at great per- 
sonal sacrifice, have answered 
the eall to serve the people of their 
state. 

-  Qur constant goal has been to 
guarantee that the taxpayers re- 

ceive the maximum benefit from 

every tax dollar expended. 

We have imsisted on frigid 
economy and careful administra- 
tion. 

We-~have fought for and spon- 
_ sored those things which will be 
of lasting and constructive bene- 
fit to the ‘people. 

The huge building programs 
which I have outlined to you 
total more than a half-billion dol- 
lars. They are outstanding ex- 
amples of what this administra- 
tion has been able to do under 
the present budget. 

With virtual abolition of the 
state property tax, it has been es-, 
timated by the state auditor and 
the state revenue commissioner, 
that our income for the next fis- 
cal year will be about $220,00u,- 
000. 

The present rate of appropria- 
tions for the state government is 
$230,000,000 annually. 

While the appropriations ex- 
ceed the anticipated income, it is 
believed that by utilizing the 
savings we have accumulated in 
past years we will be able to op- 
erate at the present level over 
the next two years and possibly 
wind up with a small surplus. 
But, I want to emphasize that this 
is’ the optimistic view which 
could be subject to drastic change 
in light of adverse economic con- 
ditions. 

Requests for increases from all 
departments total $36,000,000 for 
the fiscal year 1953-54 and $45,000,- 
000 for the fiscal year 1954-55, in 
addition to the present budget. 

Of course, such large sums of 
extra money can be obtained 
only by heavy additional tax 
levies on our citizens. 

So that there can be no mis- 
understanding about it, I want to 
make my position perfectly clear. 

I do not favor any new taxes 
om any item for any purpose 
whatsoever. 

Nor do I favor expanding or 
reducing any of the services 
which your state government is 
now carrying out. ) 

There will be efforts to try to 
force the General Assembly to 
appropriate more money than the 
state can reasonably expect to 


rifice for you gentlemen to re- 
main in session for a period of 70 
days, but it is my earnest recom- 
mendation that we get our legis- 
lative problems behind us in a 
nonpolitical year.

Now and again someone who 
has reduced writes that. she 
feels happy about it, and 
wouldn’t be fat again for love 
nor money, but explains that 
reducing has made her face 
appear thin and asks what she 
can do to look like herself 
again . . . her slim self, to be 


sure. 

Nobody wants that ‘‘reduced 
look,’’ so let’s see what can be 
done about it. Since there is 
comparatively little fat on the 
face, not much can be lost 
from there. Still, a few ounces 
lost from a lean face will show 
more quickly than pounds off 
the hips. 

However, there is~— another 
factor. A reducing diet that is 
nutritionally faulty results in 
strain. Cut down on the foods 
which furnish repair and regu- 
Jating materials, and wear and 
tear show in the face. Try 
any reducing shenanigans and 
nature slaps us smack in the 
face every time. 

At this point you may con- 
tend that you did follow a sci- 
entific diet. ‘To the last nu- 
trient? Remember that a pro- 
tective diet is carefully planned 
to include the best sources of 
the nutrients, and just one or 
two seemingly minor changes 
ean drastically short change 
the dieter. 

While dieting, it’s easy to put 
the emphasis on reducing rath- 
er than on perfect nutrition. 
You may reason that since 
there are no calories in cof- 
fee, you can substitute coffee 
for milk, a sweet roll for the 
breakfast egg and skip the liv- 
er and the dark-green, leafy 
vegetables included in the menus 
. . . and imagine you are on a 
good diet even though you are 
omitting important protective nu- 
trients.

“‘tuck-er-awayer,’’ she _ could 
bring out all the furnishings 
she had been storing away to 
good advantage. 

To the expansive living room 
she did little. She finds the 
gray-green driftwood finish of 
the pine paneling blends with 
the chintz covers. Dominating 
one end is a life-size portrait of 
Mrs. Marvin as a child painted 
with her big setter by Paul 
Treblecock—often mistaken for 
one of her three little daugh- 
ters.

Betsy, aged 5, has a room of 
pink and blue, while Lisa, aged 
2%, occupies a room of lively 
gray. The guest room is green. 

The 200-year-old mahogany 
fourposter in the master bed- 
room is almost dwarfed by the 
expanse of the room. The san- 
dalwood color motif for rug and 
curtains comes from a water 
color of Bullock Hall. The 
cedar closet adjoining could 
serve aS a spare guest room. 

The Marvins haven't gotten 
around to furnishing the down- 
stairs yet, but space includes 
two large playrooms, one with 
bar, maid’s quarters and the 
doctor’s special delight—area 
for a hideaway clinic, study 
and dark room.

“Where is that Lewd Literature?’ I demanded. 
The proprietor gave me a long-suffering look from his patient, 


melancholy brown eyes. 


**You, too?’’ he said. “Ever since that article came out in 
the paper about the man that was going to have bad books and 


Magazines outlawed, business has been good. They keep crowd- 


ing in here wanting some.’”’ 


He sighed from the middle of his magazine stacks and looked ste 


about him. 
“If you want to see it, it’s all around you ... the junk,” he 
added. 


Then, for the first time, I really looked at the bright little | 


books and magazines that hung from wire racks and clothes pins 
all about the windows and doorway. It looked pretty rich, all right. 
There were lots of nearly nude damsels displayed beneath pro- 
vocative titles like “‘For Men Only,’”’ ‘‘Hit,” ‘‘See’’ and ‘‘Man to 
Man.’’ 

And inside over a shelf of my favorite pocket books (where 
else can you get so much reading for so little money?) there 
was an array of little volumes bearing such erudite titles as: 
‘Street Girl (A Bad Girl Makes a Good Mistress)’’: ‘‘Hot Num- 
ber (She Got What She Wanted)’’; ‘“‘Careless (She Was a Wife 
to One but a Mistress to Many!).”’ 

The cover art couldn’t have been more picturesque. So I spent 
a buck and brought an armload of the stuff back to the office, all 
set for a breathless session with Sin. 


But the sad, sad truth is that most of these little items are 
completely fraudulent. A copy of “Paris Life’ displayed a lady 
in a French bathing suit on the cover, along with a line-up of 
such titles as ‘‘Naked Thrills Backstage,’’ ‘‘At Home With a Well- 
Known Nude” and “Spiciest Dish in France.’”’
